The method of procedure in the" pro- 


pagation of the safety methods by the 
Baltimore ft Ohio is for the Divisional 
Committee, whoso membership 
em- 


braces officials and employes thorough- 
ly familiar with local conditions, to 
lay before the Central Committee'such 
mmttors as will tend to bring about 
improvements in the safety and effici- 
ency of operation and protection 
to 


employes and the public. 
The meet- 


ings of the Divisional Committees will 
take place at various points on the 
road, subject to the call of the chair- 
man. 


In launching the safety movement 


the chairmanship of the auxiliary com- 
mittees was vested in the Superinten- 
dents for a period of six months, the 
plan providing for a progression to the 
office so that each member may serve 
as chairman. This fame organization 
is carried out in the committee of gen- 
eral officers, with th<? exception of the 
Vice-Chairmanship which is perman- 
ent. 


Employes while serving on the Safe- 


ty Committee or making investigations 
are exempt from other duties so that 
their time may be devoted to a study 
ot the.work of the committees. While 
so engaged the men are allowed full 
pay by the company together" with 
such expenses as may be incurred. 


In the organization of this safety 


work which has been in course of per- 
fection for several months, the 
em- 


ployes are manifesting unusual inter- 
est. The officers comprising the Cen- 
tral Committee will visit the men on 
the- various divisions and personally 
explain to them the details of 
the 


work and what it is hoped will be ac- 
complished by putting it in practice. 


Several months ago the Baltimore & 


Ohio management adopted a number 
of precautionary measures in its loco- 
motive and repair shops for the pro- 
tection of its workmen, equipping ma- 
chinery with guard-rails and covers 
for exposed parts, which minimized 
the possibility, of employes coming in 
contact with it, and the latest steps 
for safety is an effort to extend this 
to all branches of the service. 


General Manager Thompson in issu- 


ing the circular outlining the work.of 
the Safety Committee, says: 


"We desire ail of our employes 
to 


act as a committee of oni.' and to see 
that everything possible is done 
to 


prevent accidents and the suggestions 
of the men should be solicited through 
the Divisonal Safety Committeemen. 
It is my personal desire that all the 
division officers shall take an interest 
in this question of safety. Any sug- 
gestion that may occur to any employe 
which he feels will advance this work 
will be carefully considered."
